EXPEDITION TO NORTH POLE

If so. it was too sm art to admit it. and 
so just went ahead and put the thing across anyway. 
W hich 
disposes of objection num ber one. 
As for letting our funds take their natural course and go to 
Europe, we have talked all that over with them , and the consensus

at home.

It Wits not until 1838 when the 
prnccs* of vulcanising was discov­ 
ered that rubber began to unfold 
all 
Its remarkable utilities. 
The 
first actual tire manufacturing de­ 
velopment came about 1870 when 
solid tires war# first used on horse- 
drawn cab* and carriages. Another 
decade saw the Introduction of the 
pneumatic tire for the bicycle and 
the excellence of It* performance 
laid the foundation for the pneu­ 
matic tire Induatry of today. 
Brasil was originally the center 
of the w orld» rubber supply, but 
this was changed when seeds col­ 
lected by the British In the Amaxon 
were used to d ev elo p the, vast ru b ­ 
ber plantations in th* eastern trop­ 
ics. now estimated at over 300,000.- 
000 trees, 
Liberia la now gaining 
wide attention ss a rubber-growing 
center with the sucre** achieved 
by the Firestone Tire and Rubber 
company on its great plantation in 
that country. 
It was in 187! that Lord Salie- 
bury Induced th# director of Kew 
Gardens near London to send col­ 
lectors to Brasil to obtain some 
rubber 
seeds

Ceylon trees seeded, and distribu­ 
tions were made to Ja v a the Fed­ 
erated Malay Blate*. India and Bur­ 
ma. 
From the comparatively few 
seeds collected from the Amazon I 
the rubber growing center of the 
world was transplanted to th» Far 
East,

HOLLY WOOD. 
H E R E are racketeers and racketeers. 


On the one hand we have the Chi­ 
cago gangsters and on the other our 
own Hollywood boys. 
This Hollywood hunch is getting madder and 
madder too— you know, the kind of madness 
incited by jealousy. 
Can 
you imagine one 
racketeer being jealous of another? Gee, you’d 
almost think they were proud of being engaged 
in their respective rackets. 
M aybe they are. 
A t least our Hollywood crowd is pretty sore 
about the way their Chicago rivals are grabbing 
the spotlight in the newspapers. 
They point out 
that “Scarface” A l Capone alone gets more 
Space than their whole group combined. 
O f course there is a difference between the 
two groups. The Chicago gang use their auto­ 
matics so freely that your true Chicagoan ducks 
for a doorway every time a truck backfires. 
But the Hollywood boys try to keep everything 
quiet on the western front. Some of them don t 
even know how to use a gun.

And it might be said 
right here that their methods are quite as suc­ 
cessful as the harsher ones used by their rival? 
of the W indy City. Perhaps even more so. as 
they have acquired the technique of fleecing 
their victims and making them like it. 
There are almost as many different rackets 
in this tow’n as there are stars in the sky. Still. 
the fact that the field already is overcrowded 
doesn't make newcomers the least bit pessimistic. 
They are cropping up continually and some of 
them have brand new “ gags.” 
O h yes, there is one thing that must be said 
for the movieland racketeers— they D O use 
their brains. 
T he reason for their existence out here, cl 
course, is perfectly obvious. 
Being the motion 
picture capital of the entire world, Hollywood 
is overrun w'ith movie stars who have a lot more 
money than brains. Their salaries are far above 
the conception of an ordinary person. And be­ 
cause they don’t know what to do with all their 
money, they fail for a hundred and one differ­ 
ent schemes proposed to them daily. 
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O W 'E V E R , before we go further into 
the story', it must be adm itted that some 
of our racketeers give at least partial 
value for the money received. 
A nd nearly all 
of them manage somehow or other to stay within 
the law. thereby eliminating the necessity of 
looking at the far-famed 
C a l i t o r n i a sunshine 
through bars.

OW* turn to a more honest group of 
racketeers— but racketeers just the 
same. 
They are the press agents. 
Some of them actually do earn a portion of 
the money they receive from their clients. 
There are two classes of press agents, those 
employed by studio publicity departments, 
and the free-lancers. W e are going to deal 
with the free-lancers. 
I heir game is largely 
one of smooth salesmanship and politics. 
T he press agent’s job is to convince a 
rising young player or even an established 
one that a good publicity campaign would 
do more than anything else to raise his 
standing in the industry. 
After getting 
the 
account at a salary ranging anywhere from 
$ 25 to $ 1 0 0 a week, the press agent s job 
is to keep his client satisfied. 
This can be done in two ways. 
One is bv actually putting 
over a good publicity campaign. 
T he other is bv doing a great 
deal of fast talking, in a flat­ 
tering vein of course, so as to 
make the client think he is re­ 
ceiving a tremendous return on 
his financial outlay. 
Both methods are practiced 
by H ollyw ood mess agents and 
they seem equally successful. 
A 


n o t h e r group of our 
racketeers are publishing 
film trade papers, sup­ 
posedly 
giving 
accurate 
ac­ 
counts of w hat goes on in the 
industry. However, their scrib­ 
blings are influenced largely by 
the size of advertisements they 
can sell to various individuals. 
For example, we never have 
known of a trade paper “ pan­ 
ning” a picture, no matter how 
terrible it might be, if the di­ 
rector of that picture is a good 
advertiser.

Y et scores of 
unsuspecting girls and boys fall for them and 
the men running these so-called schools reap 
small fortunes. 
These schools have absolutely no connection 
whatever with the film studios. They cannot get 
job? for their graduates, and make no attempt 
to do to. 
Most of them are exceedingly careful about 
the wording of their advertisements and enroll­ 
ment blanks. 
I hey insinuate that big thing» 
await 
their 
graduates, 
but 
they 
promise 
nothing. 
T 


H E usual procedure when a movie-struck 
girl, who has read their advertisement, ap­ 
pears at the school is to first find out how 
much money she has. 
I he enrollment fee is set 
accordingly. A fter that fee has been paid she 
is sent into another office to be interviewed by 
a “ director,” who probably doesn’t know a 
camera from a microphone. 
H e appraises her 
talents and outlines her course of instruction ac­ 
cordingly. 
H owever, this appraisal generally goes no 
further than asking her to remov- nine-tenths of 
her garments so that he can have a good look 
at her figure— ” a good figure is highly impor­ 
tant in motion pictures ” 
I hen she must buy make-up materials, which 
the school sells lier at exorbitant prices. 
She 
also must buy certain costumes and special 
shoes for her dancing lessons, usually given by 
a man or woman who would be razzed off tile 
stage in a fourth-rate vaudeville house. 
Ever}' week during the course there is some 
additional charge, which the girl pays without 
a murmur simply because her head has been 
filled with illusions of cinema fame. 
At the 
completion of tile course she is handed art im­ 
pressive-! peking diploma and wished much suc­ 
cess in her venture into pictuies. 
Siie then applies at a studio casting office foi 
a job and proudly presents her diploma when 
asked what experience she has had. 
That's 
when the disillusionment comes and sire learns 
that her money has been thrown away in a 
school that couldn't jrossibly do lier any good. 
So much for racket number one. 


These wise 
press 
agents 
keep the 
hopeful ador full of gas about how good 
he is . , . and thus "earn" their dough. 


and exjiects everyone in the industry to ad­ 
vertise in it. 
Most of these trade papers can do no 
one any good or any harm. since they are 
read only in the industry, and everyone 
here is familiar with their method of oper­ 
ation. 
\ et the film suckers— who really 
are the biggest suckers in the world— fall 
for them, mainly because they like to read 
nice tiling? about themselves even though 
they know that they have paid for them. 
It is almost impossible to pick up a 
magazine or newspaper without finding out 
that some film star prefers a certain brand 
of soap, a particular cigaret, a new brand of 
smoking tobacco, a particular brand of coffee, 
a certain make of swimming suit, a special 
brand of perfume, a specific kind of chewing 
gum. and dozens of other things. 
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O LIC I F IN G these testimonials offers a fer­ 
tile field for the racketeering gentlemen of 
the movie hamlet. A s a rule the star re­ 
ceives no compensation outside of a free sample 
of the article which he or she indorses. H ow ­ 
ever, the gentlemen who secure the testimonial? 
are paid good money by the manufacturers of 
the various commodities. 
I heir job does not end with the mere secur 
inp of tile testimonials, either. 
They also must 
take care to deliver to the stars free samples 
of whatever they have indorsed. 
This is tile 
means used by the manufacturer of making sure 
that the star who indorses his article actually 
uses it. because even film folk will use something 
they get for nothing in preference to an article 
they must buy. 
Occasionally, however, a star is handsomely 
paid for his indorsement of some article. 
It is 
said that Lew Cody received quite a sizeable

check for the use of his name in an 
advertising campaign for ginger ale. 
A nd VC ill Rogers is reported to have 
received $50.000 for declaring from 
billboards 
throughout 
the

that he prefers one brand of gum to 
all others. 
Selling photos of filmdom’s various 
celebrities is another 
racket which 
pays a high dividend. 
There is one 
firm which makes a practice of han­ 
dling stars’ fan mail free of charge. 
I he only expense to the players is 
postage and th** actual cost of photos 
mailed out. 
The firm makes its profit by se­ 
curing tile names and addresses of thousands 
who are interested in film celebrities. 
Letters 
are then written to these persons telling them of 
the firm’s very attractive offer of “ five beautiful 
pictures of motion picture stars for one dollar,** 
or whatever the price may be. 
A nd they sell 
a tremendous number of pictures which cost 
them only a few cents each. 
T hen there are those who sell the confidential 
telephone numbers of the no vie colony to au­ 
tomobile salesmen, real 
estate promoters, insur­ 


ance agents and hosts of others at so much per 
number. 
N early all persons connected with the film in­ 
dustry have confidential numbers which are not 
listed in the phone book and which cannot be 
secured from the telephone company. 
It is 
their 
only 
means 
of 
protecting 
themselves 
against the hordes of parasites who would pes­ 
ter them to death. 
As a rule these numbers 
have to be changed three or four times a year 
because they become so well known. 
Sometimes the list is turned over for a speci-

these cases the victims are absolutely innocent, 
but the racketeers generally manage to get some 
kind of a settlement out of court because the 
stars cannot afford to have their names dragged 
into scandals even though they know the charges 
to be unjust. 
Studios also come in for their share of law­ 
suits, although a good share of these charge 
plagiarism. 
W ould-be writers from all parts 
of the country are continually suing various stu­ 
dio? for stealing their stories. 
N ot one per cent 
of these persons ever are aw arded damages by 
a court. 
Nevertheless their practices are an­ 
noying and are largely responsible for the stu­ 
dios discontinuing to buy stories on the open 
market, 
A ll manuscripts submitted to studios 
— and there are thousands of them every year 
— now are returned to the authors unopened. 
T he studios either buy published stories or en­ 
gage authors of known reputations. 
Every movie star who rises suddenly to prom­ 
inence and the huge salaries and sudden wealth 
which go with it, lives in daily fear of lawsuits. 
Such stars are immediately marked men and 
women, considered as fit subjects for suits by 
anyone who can think of a plausible excuse for 
going to court. 
N ot only breach of promise 
and similar suits face the men, but all kinds of 
personal injury suits are a perpetual menace. 
Some of the stars actually refuse to drive or 
own their own automobiles because of the ex­ 
cellent chance that unscrupulous racketeers will 
“ frame” an injury and go to court for alleged 
damages. 
A nd the wealthy movie star, whose 
money seems to come so easily, has little chance 
for an even break before most juries. 
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E R P E T U A L watch must be maintained 
to prevent the unauthorized use of the 
stars* names. 
Unless they are on the alert, 
they are likely to wake up any morning and 
find that they have indorsed the eating of 
Chipped Bed Slats for breakfast, or the R apid 
R e clueing R ay for Excess Equators, though 
they had previously heard of neither. 
T heir names are in constant unauthorized use 
by people using them as a reference, although 
the stars may not even know, let alone approve, 
the people they are said to “ recommend. 
Only recently one of the H indu “ Swam is,” 
who find so many eager devotees among lonely 
women in Southern California, used as a refer­ 
ence the alleged fact that M ary Pickford, 
Charles Chaplin, and George Arliss were de­ 
votees of his cult. 
A ll these movie stars denied 
that they even knew the Swami, and have prom­ 
ised to testify to that effect when the Swami 
goes into municipal court to face charges pre­ 
ferred by a woman who claims he wronged her 
after gaining her confidence by telling how the 
stars swore fey him. 
« 
Even theater owners out here might be ac­ 
cused of being racketeers. 
Certain long-run 
houses make a practice of charging five dollars 
admission on opening nights. 
H owever, the 
show is the same that can be seen the following 
day for anywhere from 50 cents to a dollar and 
a half. 
Nevertheless the house always is sold 
out on the opening night. 
T he stars pay their 
five dollars, doll up in evening clothes and go 
there to be seen. 
A nd the oilier suckers pay their five dollars 
for a chance to see the celebrities and with the 
secret hope of being able to go home and say 
they sat next to C lara Bow at one of H olly­ 
w ood’s premieres, 
lf that isn t a racket, we 
don’t know what is. 
S 


U C H premieres unconsciously serve another 
purpose. 
They give the kids a chance to 
get in on this racketeering business. 
T he 
kids know that anywhere from 500 lo 3000 
curious spectators will be crowded around the 
entrance of the theaters to catch glimpses of the 
stars as they enter. 
So they appear with boxes 
of all shapes aud sizes, selling them to the 
throng for 25 or 50 cents each. 
W hen the 
crowd disperses, they gather up their boxes and 
save them for the next opening. 
Another racket upon which the youths have 
a monopoly is that of pointing out stars* homes. 
Saturdays 
and 
Sundays 
always 
find 
them 
parked in convenient locations, their dilapidated 
Fords covered with huge signs proclaiming to 
the world that they will point out the homes of 
movie stars for 50 cents. 
Sometimes they point 
out the real homes of the stars and sometimes 
they don’t, but since the tourists for whom they 
act as guides don't know the difference, every­ 
one goes home satisfied. 
Yes. folks, Chicago may have its gangsters, 
but when it comes to real high-class racketeer­ 
ing. Hollywood makes diem look like babes.

‘M C L E A N , unclean!" 
H ow the world has shud­ 
dered at that word down through the ages! 
There 
is no better synonym for loathsomeness and incurable 
horror than leprosy. 
Yet most of the people whose 
emotions are most deeply aroused by the thought of 
leprosy are living in countries far removed from the part of the world 
where it is most common, and have no real knowledge of the nature 
of the disease. 
W hen you sail to Honolulu, the first H aw aiian island that you see 
is Molokai. ’I ou either remember, 
or have just read in descriptive 
circulars on 
the ship, that there is located A m erica’s most famous 
leper colony, though you later learn that there is a very much larger 
one in the Philippines. 
lf you are old enough, you remember that it was here that Father 
Damien dedicated his life to work with lepers, with no other idea in 
his mind, or in the mind of an awed and admiring world, but that he 
would inevitably catch the disease and die of it. T he 
whole world was thrilled by his heroism. 
Times have changed with regard to leprosy, as 
w*th most other things. 
Governor Farrington, of the 
Territory of Hawaii, today shows no more horror nor 
self-consciousness about 
M olokai 
than 
if he were 
speaking of the export of sugar. 
H e has visited the 
colony regularly as part of his official duty, and tells 
many new things about the disease. 
O n the train from Nikko, north of Tokyo, I fell 
into conversation with a genial Scotchman, who dis­ 
closed that he was from Korea. 
A fter a time I sus­ 
pected that he was a missionary and asked him if he 
were a teacher. 
H e smiled and said, "N o t exactly, I have charge 
of a leper colony." 
I felt a shock, but I was ashamed 
to run away, so I tried to look unconcerned, as though 
meeting leper doctors was as ordinary as meeting mis­ 
sionaries. 
H e was D r. J. N . M cKenzie of tile Scotch Mission, 
who for 18 years had been in charge of a colony of 
330 lepers at Fusan in the southern part of Korea. 
W hen he was taking his theological course he had also 
studied medicine. 
A fter we had arrived at our destination, I put away 
prejudice and boldly invited him to the hotel to break­ 
fast with me, and got from him the story, which I 
pass on to others who, I know, are generally as ignor­ 
ant as I was. 
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O R R O R of leprosy is instilled into the minds 
of children from Sunday school days, and for 
those who have not read the Bible, there are 
traditions and literary references. 
T he impression of 
horror comes from descriptions of disfigurement by the dis­ 
ease, its contagiousness and its incurability. 
For those who 
have seen it, both in Biblical times and in the present, the 
horror comes from sight. 
Its method of transmission is 
vaguely understood, and popularly thought to be imme­ 
diate and inescapable. 
Science approaches leprosy, as other diseases, without 
emotion, anc! it has learned things that should both modify 
our attitude and wipe out the scourge. 
T o begin with. 
leprosy is not nearly as contagious as tuberculosis. 
O f all 
the hundreds of people who have worked with lepers only 
a very few have been known to contract the disease: Father 
Damien, for instance, who thought contagion inescapable 
and took no precautions. 
T he old saying that you may 
sleep with a leper, but not with a man with the itch. stands 
the test of science. 
Formerly leprosy prevailed over Europe, but now has 
been nearly eradicated on that continent. 
In England 
many old churches still have "squint slits” through which 
lepers could see and hear the service. 
In Japan it is estimated that there are between 50 and 
6 0 ,0 0 0 lepers out of a population of 6 0 ,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 . 
This 
is about the ratio which holds for the total population of 
the globe. 
India, some parts of A frica and China are 
the worst areas. 
It is estimated by taking sample areas 
and counting the lepers, that there are between two and 
three million altogether, or one in 1000, more or less. 
Louisiana has the only real colony on the mainland of 
the U nited States, and it is not large. 
For some reason 
its inmates are mostly white, though the fact that the dis­ 
ease prevails widely in A frica would lead one to expect 
to find it cropping out among the Negroes. 
T he U. S. 
government’s hospital for lepers at Carville, L a., has about 
300 leper inmates at the present time. 
T he other American colonies are in H aw aii and the 
Philippines.

diseases were probably classified as leprosy. 
T he evidence from the Bible indicates that 
the marks of leprosy were white, now they are 
prevailingly red. 
Lepers have 
been outcasts 
through 
the 
ages. 
O nly 55 years ago the Mission to 
Lepers was founded in London to raise money 
for lepers; the religious urge to bring comfort 
to the hopeless and to save their souls being 
the only things known to do. 
T h at they were incurable 
was taken for granted.

ficient quantity to get results, it made the patient 
sick. 
It was not until the method of injection into 
the blood was adopted that cures were effective, but 
this could not lie done until D r. V . G . Heiser of the 
Philippines, 
found that cam phorated oil mixed with 
chaulmoogra would be absorbed, that its use w as prac­ 
tical. 
It was then found that after the seventh injection 
progress was apparent. 
N 


O O N E yet claims that the cure is absolute, be­ 
cause there has not yet been sufficient time since 
its discovery, but there seems to be no doubt bul 
that the fight is on the point of being won. D uring this 
period of doubt about the cure one of the tragedies is thai 
the returned patient is greeted with suspicion and fear. 
and his community is practically closed to him. 
O ne use to which such "cures" are put, is in work 
among lepers. 
D r. M cK enzie has a doctor, nurses and 
all helpers w'ho are cured lepers. 
For the cure it is im­ 
portant that the patient keep active, and so a colony must 
be a community which carries on its own work. 
Before 
entering a colony the leper’s life has been so hard that he 
is happy when inside. A t M olokai escape is difficult, bul 
they say no one wants to leave. 
A t Fusan and the other 
colonies in Korea there is no enclosure, but those who are 
in count it such a privilege that they do not try to run away. 
The application of the treatment is so simple that it has 
been proposed that "treatm ent centers" be established, but 
both governments and medical authorities have objected, 
first because the traveling of lepers to the center would Ire 
hard to handle, and secondly, because any place chosen 
would object to being known as a leper center, and lepers 
would be likely to settle around them. 
A pparently climate has no relation to the disease, though 
most lepers are now found in warmer climates. 
In both 
Japan and Korea they are found only in the southern parts. 
T he reason is that, being outcasts, they find living easier 
where it is warm. 
Leprosy does not seem to be hereditary. 
A t M olokai 
babies are taken from their mothers at birth, and Governor 
Farrington said that not yet had a single case appeared to 
the child. 
Dr. McKenzie has found it so difficult to dis- 
pose of the children that he lets them stay with their mother 
until two years of age, and he has had the same results as 
observed in H awaii. Young children do not contract it. 


There are between three 
and four times at many 
men as women lepers in 
the world. 
T he explana­ 
tion is not yet clear, 
It 
may be due to an organic 
difference, or to the fact 
that in general men have 
more contacts, because in 
most of the countries where 
leprosy 
prevails 
women 
live in relative retirement.

jE F O R E science came, it was necessary to have a reli­ 
gious motive to make one live with the scourge. Now 
that science has taken it up, medicine and religion are 
working together, but the impetus to scientific investigation 
and application still comes mainly from the missionaries, 
whose primary interest had been to carry religion to the 
heathen, and comfort to the afflicted. 
Even in the govern­ 
ment hospitals in Japan, Christians are freely welcomed, 
and make many converts. 
A friend of mine was traveling in Palestine more than 
25 years ago. 
H e fell on the deck of the ship and got a 
bruise which did not heal quickly, and he suffered weeks 
of agony in the fear that he had leprosy. 
H e should have 
known that if it had been leprosy he would not have felt 
it, and that if he had contracted it recently it would have 
been years perhaps before it would have manifested itself. 
T he germ of leprosy was first identified in 1874 and 
closely resembles the tuberculosis germ, but it has proved 
impossible to develop a culture from it 
O nly about a

is the one running up inside the wrist which draws the little 
finger up, and the rest follow. 
Eventually the fingers drop 
off. 
Tnere is no pain connected with this, though there are 
periods of active fever when the patient is sick. 
I he eye­ 
brows fall out and numb spots appear on any part of the 
body. 
The germ of the tubercles dies in 20 minutes when ex- 
jiosed to the sun. T he dropping off of parts of the body and 
the tubercle spots appearing on the face are what has given 
the popular feeling of horror at the sight of a leper, which 
has been handed down to us as a traditional feeling, even 
if we haven’t seen lepers. 
A ll the world heaved a sigh of relief when the news 
flashed around that a cure had been found for leprosy. It 
had been known for a long time that chaulmoogra oil, 
which comes from a nut resembling the Brazil nut, had a 
beneficial effect, but when taken through the mouth in suf-

J O I H in ancient times 
and now lepers art 
largely beggars. This 
does not mean that 
tht 
!>eggar class is more liable 
to the disease, but that in 
most countries when an in­ 
dividual has the disease he not only cannot get work, but 
is thrust out from his family by the insistence of the com­ 
munity. 
Leprosy itself is not often a cause of death, but it makes 
the victim easy prey to other diseases. A t D r. M cK enzie’s 
colony, during the first seven years, the death rate was 25 
per cent a year. Then came chaulmoogra oil, and, though 
in the first year, its use was not applied to everyone, the 
deaths fell to 16 per cent, then in succeeding years to 
9, 7, 6 and V / i per cent, but in that last year half of the 
deaths were due to typhoid fever. If a patient has alcohol­ 
ism or tuberculosis the course of leprosy is greatly accelerated. 
M uch credit must be given to the U nited States, for the 
work done in M olokai, to D r. Heiser. now of the Rocke­ 
feller Institute, and to the Am erican Mission to Lepers with 
headquarters in New Y ork, which, though now separated 
from the London Mission, co-operates with it in sending 
money for work in colonies scattered all over the world. 
W hether curative treatment or isolation, or both, be ap­ 
plied, there is now enough knowledge and avowed purpose 
so that the objective of the motto, "R idding the W orld of 
Leprosy," may well be achieved within a generation.

o t t i n g , if you believe the Carnegie Founda­ 
tion athletic investigators, is the last stronghold 
of pure amateurism. 


There is really no “ gate” in the sport. 
And 
there can be little recruiting or subsidizing, be­ 
cause very few preparatory schools foster aquatics, and 
fewer college coaches care to take over prep school products 
brought up on rowing systems different from their own. 
Rowing— such as will be shown in the Poughkeepsie 
regatta June 2b— has a national appeal. 
Tile east, cradle 
of the sport in this country, is represented by Columbia, 
Cornell. Pennsylvania, Syracuse and Massachusetts Insti­ 
tute of Technology. 
The near-south has its standard­ 
bearer in the Naval Academy. 
The Pacific Coast is rep­ 
resented by Washington and California. 
The middle west 
has an entrant in Wisconsin. 
And in cases where a section 
« not represented by a complete crew, you will find it 
claims one or more of the individuals in the shells. 
E 


't A C H Poughkeepsie regatta has its own romantic fea- 
'j 
,ure or 
its own peculiar thrill. 
Last year it was the sight— the rather dim sight, 
for night was closing in before the big race got under way 
— of the nine starters fighting tile lashing waves and whirl­ 
ing winds, with four of the shells sinking before or imme­ 
diately after reaching the three-mile mark. while a Colum­ 
bia shell, manned completely by boys from the celebrated 
sidewalks of New York, drove majestically through the 
storm to win the title. 
I lie year before, a little ex-coxswain, California's row­ 
ing coach, made the Poughkeepsie regatta the stepping 
stone to a rowing season such as no Pacific Coast mentor 
ever enjoyed. 
For after sending his Golden Bears to a 
narrow victory over Columbia, be sent them through the 
American Olympic tryouts to further success, and tlien 
took 
diem to 
Amsterdam, 
where they conquered the row­ 
ing world 
in 
the Olympic 
games. 
So it has been back through the years of this rowing 
classic. 
Never a regatta has passed without some unique 
contribution to sport history, like that appealing incident of 
1915 in which a handful of ambitious young men from 
Stanford University were the figures. 
J 


U S T bow the Stanford boys came east is not known. 
There was no college fund to take care of their ex­ 
penses. 
They had to dig into their own pockets to 
pay the freight on their shell, and that left some of their 
number entirely without funds, 
I heir shell and their oars and their rowing trunks consti­ 
tuted their complete equipment. 
They had no coach. They 
had no launch to accompany them on their workouts. They 
had no boathouse. 
They had no knowledge of ti» Pough­ 
keepsie course and currents. 
They had no experience in 
four-nuie racing, their borne course not being adapted to it 


Nevertheless they took the mark 
w’ith their highly-trained eastern and 
middle western rivals. 
They really 
learned long-distance rowing while the 
race was in progress, but they never 
learned their own strength and abil­ 
ity. 
They were going strong aa they 
passed the two-mile flags. 
They were 
going stronger as they shot under the 
railroad bridge at the three-mile mark. 
They were going so strong over the 
final mile that they had passed all foes 
except Cornell, and so rapidly were 
they closing upon tile latter that the 
Ithacan crew barely managed to get 
over the finish line in time. 
The 
finish 
line, 
however, 
meant 
nothing to the Stanford boys. 
They 
were going strong as they shot across 
it and they continued to go strong for 
a half mile more, and might still be 
going strong if an official, realizing 
that the boys were unfamiliar with the 
course and did not know the race was 
over, had not set out after them and 
brought them to a halt. 
That incident was not completed in 
the race. 
The business of getting 
back home became a very vital one 
with the 
youngsters. 
They hocked 
their shell for enough money to take 
care of those who had to return im­ 
mediately to California. 
T h e others 
spent several week» washing dishes in 
Poughkeepsie restaurants or doing other odd jobs until they 
had saved enough for their fare. 
They went home ultimately, but they left a story of 
happy-go-lucky fortitude that will not be forgotten. 
T 


H IS year the human interest element is provided by 
Jam es Ten Eyck, familiarly known as “ Old Jim ," the 
80-year-old coach at Syracuse University. 
Tim e w as when he ranked second to the late Charles 
(P o p ) Courtney of Cornell in producing Poughkeepsie 
winners. 
H e and Courtney had been sculling rivals in the 
heyday of that sport and, shortly after Courtney retired 
from competition to become Cornell’s rowing coach, Ten 
Eyck placed his single scull on the rack for the last time 
and took up similar duties at Syracuse. 
The two oaring 
ancients virtually dominated the eight-oar courses from 
1900 to 1920. 
Courtney died some years ago, leaving Ten Eyck as the 
lone representative of the old school of coaches. 
A t about 
the same time the Naval A cadem y became an annual

starter in ti» regatta, with the Glendon family teaching 
them a sterling brand of oarsmanship, and the Coast crews. 
Washington and California, also with strong eights, began 
making tile annual Poughkeepsie pilgrimage. 
“ Old Jim ” Ten Eyck, who was not overblessed with 
material, found the going pretty tough. 
N avy and W ash­ 
ington split the victories from 1921 through 1926. 
Then 
Columbia, with one of the Glendons as its coach, forged 
to the front, winning in 1927 and 1929. 
The best “ Old 
Jim ” could show in that 10-year stretch was a third in 1926. 
Last year, however, the old man came to Poughkeepsie 
with a smashing freshman crew. 
It rowed proverbial rings 
around its rivals in the frosh event. 
And “ O ld Jim " is to 
send into the big race on Thursday a shell manned in seven 
of the eight positions by those winning ex-freshmen and 
steered by the same coxswain. 
The regatta as a whole is a picture. 
Overhead, if the 
day is clear, the blue of the sky arches on the one side to 
meet the rugged, gray-green hills of the east bank of the 
river, and on the other, descends to matt « setting sun. 
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\L L - M A S T E D yachts, short-throated cruisers, round- 
bellied excursion boats, and all manner of smaller craft 
crowd the rim of the rowing course, each strung from 
stem to stern with multi-colored signal flags. 
Vantage points scattered along the river hanks— the 
wooded hills, the rocky projections, the grassy lawns— 
become animated rainbow's as brightly-dressed spectators 
find places upon them. 
The white-canopied observation 
train, perching the cinder shelf of the embankment, flaunts 
flamboyant trappings, the eager spectators lined up on 
benches facing the river. 
Even the spider-like iron framework of the railroad 
bridge 
spanning 
the 
stream 
shows 
its 
brave 
display 
of banner and bunting. 
And everywhere, with every flip 
of tire breeze, every movement in the monster gallery, the 
bright tones of summer dresses and of college pennants 
weave dazzling, ever-changing patterns in this poly­ 
chromatic setting. 
“ Ready A ll!’* 
Movement ceases. 
A ll sounds are hushed. 
Every­ 
one is tense. 
Everyone is grimly still. 
Life, for a 
seemingly endless instant, pauses. 
Then a pistol shot! 
In the water it stirs a wild flurry of action. 
On 
shore and on water it releases a booming bedlam of 
sound. 
Excited throats pelt the air with shrieks and roars. 
Engines puff and grind. 
Whistles scream. 
Horns 
howl. 
I he observation train swings, creaking and 
groaning, into action. 
And above all comes the yipping and yapping of 
midget coxswains and the “ Rat-tat. rat-tat, rat-tat” of 
their stroke-timing beat on the gunwhale* as the power­ 
ful oars stab and churn the water. 
Then comes the bristling battle of blades down the 
river— the sprint of this crew into the lead— the challenge 
of that crew— the shuttling of the nine cedar needles o s 
die liquid carpet of the Hudson— and the mad spurt for the 
finish 
line, 
where coxswains hoarsely whisper, 
“ W ay, 
enough." and stamina-spent sweepsmen crumple drunkenly 
in their slides. 


A L T H O U G H rowing is not a commercialized sport

and lays proud claim to its amateur quahtv, it» con­ 
duct has not been at all times purely Corinthian. 
There are coaches who have thought it part of the game 
to annoy and weaken rival crews by forcing them to wait 
on the starting mark under burning suns or facing cutting, 
chilling winds. 
Other coaches and crews will delay their arrival at ti» 
starting mark in the hope that rowing conditions more favor­ 
able to their particular style or their particular rigging will 
come before die race is sent away. 
This has been a not uncommon practice at Poughkeepsie 
and had much to do with ti» lateness of the race last year. 
Further time can be taken up by those who with it it 
claiming their shell is not pointed properly down the coursa. 
That practice also has been availed of and the extra stakt 
boat, moored opposite the bowman and with a line which 
the bowman is to hold until the signal is given, will do 
away with that business and ti» consequent delay. 
T i » early arrival of spring weather this year in the t a * 
and middle west enabled the coaches to take their charges 
out on the water several weeks before the usual date. 
Then, too, a much more extensive preliminary schedule 
has been carried out. 
The Navy-Columbia-M . I. T . re­ 
gatta that opened the eastern season was one new number; 
the Pennsylvania-^ isconsin and the \Vashington-\X iscon- 
sin regattas are new ones; so was the Princeton-Navy-Cali- 
fornia triangular contest of June 14. 
And they and the 
other more or less standard events have served mightily in 
developing at least six of the nine varsity starters into crews.
